At the time of the trial, a judge 
was not required to give such an 
instruction, but the higher 
courts have since ruled that jury- 
instructions must include the 
not guilty choice and made 
application retroactive.

During the trial, Purnell 
admitted the slaying but the 
defense contended he was in- 
sane at the time.

general and relatively simplis- 
tic." 


Unger, who voted for Carter 


24-22, said the event "exposes 
jsal danger in the entire process 
which asks personally involved 
reporters to serve as surrogate 
citizens." 


Dr. Barbara O'Connor of 


California 
State University, 


Sacramento, who picked Carter 
26-24, said it was "pretty ob- 
vious that (panelist Joseph) 
Kraft dislikes the President. 
The tone of questions showed it. 
We found the candidates debat- 
ing the press instead of the 
candidates debating the can- 
didates." 


She said the questions were 


inferior to the previous debates. 


Prof. Melissa Maxcy Wade of 


Emory University, Atlanta, who 
chose Carter 20-19, said seven of 
the 14 questions were "comple- 
tely irrelevant to a decision as to 
who won or lost" because they 
established 
no 
differences 


between the candidates. 


"This one had the least 


debating clash," she said. 


Dr. 
Donn Parson of the 


University of Kansas scored the 
debate 25-24 for Carter and said 
he found the debate close "in 
part because they were being 
careful." He thought the debate 
had a tone, "if somewhat dull, 
at least more statesmanlike" 
than the previous two, and 
"certainly less acrimonious 
than 
the 
vice-presidential 


debate." 


Unger saw the presentation as 


so low-key "that millions of 
viewers were probably hoping 
the sound would go off again;

Aside from being an unfair exercise, 
did the final debate accomplish much? 
V'ery likely not. 
Dr. Donn Parson of the University of 
Kansas, who scored the debate 25 to 24 
for Carter, found it “ somewhat dull." 
Debate Judge Unger, who picked 
Carter as the winner by 24 to 22, 
warned that the “ event exposes a real 
danger in the entire process which 
asks personally involved reporters to 
.serve as surrogate citizens.” Other 
than 
illustrating this 
lesson, 
the 
debate offered little enlightenment, he 
felt. 
He 
saw 
the 
presentation 
so 
uninteresting “ that millions of viewers 
were probably hoping the sound would 
go off again; indeed, many may ha\e 
felt that it already had.” 
Next time around, let the candidates 
get directly at each other with no Mr. 
In-Betweens. That’ll keep the 1980 TV 
audiences awake and cheering. 
Words To Be Etched 
In Washington Marble 


Somewhere on the marble, stone and 
steel edifices which house the federal 
government ought to be etched these 
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words: 
“ No one, anywhere, knows exactly 
how many federal programs there are, 
and the executive branch does not have 
enough information to allow it to com­ 
pare one program with another in 
order to find out whether overlap, 
duplication and lack of coordination 
exist, or to unify and streamline its 
operations.” 
Those words were not contained in a 
recent study of the federal structure; 
they were part of a report compiled by 
a congressional study on aid programs 
a decade ago. That they are as true 
today as then, despite hundreds of 
major and minor investigations of the 
inefficiencies 
and 
duplication 
of 
federal 
agencies 
and 
program s, 
demonstrates the intransigence to 
change by the bureaucracy 
More than two decades have passed 
since the last Hoover commission 
made its recommendations on reor­ 
ganizing the executive branch, and 
federal spending has doubled and 
redoubled since then. 
At the time of the earlier study 
quoted above, 470 education programs 
were uncovered in 20 agencies and 
departments. 112 assistance to the 
poor programs in nine agencies and 72 
economic and business development 
programs within 10 departments and 
agencies. 
If that was the chaotic score then, 
imagine what it must lool;^like now.

The $110,090 award to the Rays went against defendant Millard 


Bradley of South Webster, Ohio. Ray claimed he suffered a rup- 
tured disc and knee injuries and his wife suffered a loss of con- 
sortium following a two-car head-on crash Sept. 24,1974, on US-12 
near Red Arrow highway in New Buffalo township. 


Ray and Bradley were lh« drivers of the cars which collided, and 


Byrns directed a verdict that Bradley was negligent in the ac- 
cident, so the only issue the jury had to decide was the amount of 
damages to award to Ray. 
Byrns noted the jury awarded 


damages over and above the benefits Ray would have under his 
no-fault insurance policy, and a trial to determine what, if any, 
damages Ray will get from the insurance company is yet to be 
held. 


Ray, in the original suit, seeks $150,008 in damages from State

Atty. Ck*n. Frank Kelley said 
Friday he also has joined the 
Natural 
Resources

Council in petitioning the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
to declare the use of fluoroc-ar- 
Ixms in pressurized cans an 
unreasonable risk to the en- 


vinmment. 
The petition calls on the FDA 
to require warning labels on 
refrigeration units containing 
fluorocarbons, and that a stui^ 
be undertaken to find alterna­ 
tives to the compounds. 
“We have no alternative other 
than to immediately amtrol all 
uses of fluorocarbons,” Kelley

"This Is The Life" went on the 
air in September of 1952. no one 
suspected that it would become 
the most 
widely broadcast 


public 
service 
television 


program in the world and the 
longest running nationally syn- 
dicated drama in American 
television history. 


Now in its 25th season, "This 


Is The Life." produced by the 
International Lutheran Laym's 


. League's 
Television 
depart- 


ment, is broadcast by 400 sta- 
tions in the United States and 
episodes have been translated 
into Spanish and Portuguese for 
both domestic and foreign use. 


"It's certainly possible to see 


the hand of God in The Lutheran 
Church-Missouri 
Synod's 


decision to allocate $750,000 for 
a television ministry in 1951." 
commented Dr. Martin J. Neeb 
Jr.. 
manager 
of Lutheran 


Television. "The synod knew 
that television's 
birth 
was 


perhaps the most significant 
event of the century." 


Dr. Herman Gockel. who 


served as program director for 
Lutheran Television 
for 20 


years, recalled. "In 1950 there 
was not one Missouri Synod of- 
ficial w:ho owned a television 
set. I remember seeing one for 
the first tin* in a drugstore 
window near my home. Before 
this time there had never been a 
box with a screen in someone's 
living room to communicate 
something. 


"The question, quite frankly, 


was what method should our 
church use on television to 
communicate the Gospel?" Dr. 
Gockel said. 


Some believed church ser- 


vices should be 
broadcast. 
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Others thought a man should 
preach before a camera. Even- 
tually, a dramatic format was 
adopted, featuring the Fischer 
family. 


For the first three and a half 


years the Fischer family was 
the mainstay of "This Is The 
Life." becoming one of the most 
popular group of characters in 
the early days of television. 


When they were dropped after 


91 episodes — because the for- 
mat had become too limiting — 
and a dramatic anthology for- 
mat was adopted, many viewers 
complained because they had 
grown attached to the family. 


"Some people were so believ- 


ing 
of television 
that 
we 


received two or three dozen 
applications for summer work 
in the drugstore owned by the 
Fischers." Dr. Gockel said. 
"When the Fischers were no 
longer used. I know of at least 
one viewer who worried how- 
Carl Fischer would find work 
now that the drugstore was no 
longer in operation." 


The show currently receives 


2,000 letters each week. 


The professionalism of the 


show is well illustrated by the 
response of the television in- 
dustry. It has received over 60 
technical awards and in 1975 
received an Emmy becoming 
the first syndicated religious 
series to win the award.

The early recognition of

A research team at the Ros- 


well Park Memorial Institute 
has isolated a special enzyme 
that is secreted into the blood by 
an abnormal prostate gland. 


Dr. T.M. 
Chu 
and 
his 


colleagues find that a blood test 
can detect prostatic cancers in 


the early stages and in 80 per 
cent of advanced cases. Only 
one-tenth of a drop of blood is 
used to detect the enzyme, 
phosphohydrolase. 


When this enzyme is found in 


the blood, a biopsy 'of the pros- 
tate gland is taken to confirm 
the diagnosis. This is a sig- 
nificant contribution to the 
treatment and cure of cancer of 
the prostate.

The repair and regeneration 


of nerves has been a goal sought 
by scientists for many years. 
Satisfactory results have been 
rare and inconsistent. 


Now a Soviet scientist, Dr. 


Levon A. Martinian, has been 
trying to regenerate severed 
spinal cords by the use of pro- 
teolytic enzymes. 


Dr. Martinian reported some 


successes 
in 
experimental 


animals at a ret-jut conference 
on regeneration. 


It is hoped that such studies, 


and others going on in universi- 
ties and hospitals all over the 
world, may eventually bring 
greater hope for the prevention 
of paraplegia. It is hoped, too, 
that some cases of paraplegia, 
due to spinal injuries, may have 
greater possibilities for the re- 
turn of the function of limbs.

Esch said his campaign had

although he acknowledged us- 
ing his family during his cam- 
paign to indicate what type of 
person-he is.

say persons with a greater risk 
from contracting flu should he 
immunized first, only those over 
18 years of age are eligible for 
free inoculations in the current 
stage of the S135 million 
government program. An ex- 
ception is those young persons 
suffering from asthma and 
other ailments who would be 
exposed to higher risks than 
most should they contract flu. 


Officials estimated about 40 


million persons between the 
ages of 3 and 18 aren't now 


• eligible for free shots. 


Although the researchers ap- 


parently resolved most ques- 
tions of safety and effectiveness 
with the vaccine. Seal conceded 
the solution of giving two shots 
to the young is not foolproof. 


"This would raise other 


problems in a vaccine program, 
such as getting people to come 
back a second time and working 
these children's visits into the 
schedule of adult inoculations." 
Seal said. 


The tests, whose results were 


announced Friday, were under- 
taken after doctors found that 
one type of swine-flu vaccine 
produced high levels of reaction 
in some young persons, while 
the second type, W'hich has un- 
dergone 
further 
chemical 


processing, failed to provide 
adequate immunity. 


Although one shol of the 


second type is adequate for 
most 
adults, 
doctors say. 


younger persons need two shots 
apparently because their bodies 


have had less exposure to flu 
viruses and, thus, less chance to 
develop a partial immunity. 


One question yet to be ans- 


wered by government doctors is 
the size of the two doses. There 
are indications that young per- 


sons can get immunity with 
smaller doses than can adults. 


The swine-flu-snot program is 


designed to prevent an outbreak 
of the potentially fatal disease, 
which has yet to show up in the 
I'nited States this year.

DETROIT (AP) - An historic 


convention of American Roman 
Catholics votes today on several 
reform-minded proposals which 
challenge centuriesoid church 
tradition. 


Already, delegates to the 
'Call to Action" Conference, a 
liimitonnial project 
of the 


sponsoring National Conference 
of 
Catholic Bishops, 
have 


stirred controversy by opting 
for changes in basic church 
teaching on divorce. 


On Friday, they approved a 


recommendation 
that 
U.S. 


bishops repeal the automatic 
excommunication for Catholics 
who divorce and then remarry. 
The convention also asked 
chufch leaders to "publicly 
address" 
the 
request 
of 


divorced Catholics who remarry 
and who wish to receive the 
sacraments of the church. 


Among today's recommenda- 


tions are calls for ordination of 
women 
and 
marriage 
for 


priests. 


However, all recommenda- 


tions approved here still must 
gain similar passage from the 
church's 3M I'.S. bishops, who 
convene next May in Chicago. 


"There's no room for fornica- 


tors in Heaven." said John Car- 
dinal 
Krol. 
Archbishop of 


Philadelphia, reacting to the 
recommendation 
that 


remarried divorced Catholics be 
allowed to receive sacraments. 


"We're dealing with a Divine 


law and not just a church law. 


' There's a doctrinal element 


here." 


But he noted that the impor- 


tance of the convention, charged 
with assembling a five-year 
plan of social justice in the U.S. 
church, was in gaining input 
from lay people. 


"We 
do get 
input 
from 


theologians, we do get input 
from canonists," he said. "But 
this is where we want input. 
From the people, regardless of 
whether they happen to know 
the nuances of Canon law."

The battle concerns whether

LUAMI. 111. (AP) — In a war against muskrats who have been 


drawing off its water supply, this community of 800 has decided to 
plug up the animals' burrows with clay and then wall them off 
with cement.

"But 
this town is not going to be licked by a pack of rats, I can tell you 
that." The board decided Friday night to have a state engineer 
examine clay from the east bank of the town reservoir, which 
hasn't been affected by the muskrats' burrowing, to determine 
whether it can be used to fill the holes in the west bank, where the 
muskrats have been active. Once the holes are filled, a concrete 
wall can be built, Brown said. Then the townspeople can concen- 
trate on capturing the muskrats with traps.

it already had.” 
The panel generally viewed 
Carter as prevailing on the 
economic issue, and several 
mentioned his response on 
Ford’s veto of a strip-mining 
bill as a debating plus. 
Ford and Carter departed 
after the debates for the final 
last 10 days of campaigning 
before the election. Ford had no 
plans to return to the White 
House before election day. But 
Carter planned to take a rest 
break Sunday and Monday at 
his Plains, Ga.. home. 
During the debate, the state of 
the economy and the compara­ 
tive qualifications of the two 
vice presidential candidates 
were the topics that prompted 
the sharpest exchanges. 
Both candidates seemed even 
more cautious, more wary of 
making a slip that could prove 
disastrous at this late stage of 
the campaign, than they had 
been during their first two en­ 
counters. 
None of the three presidential 
debates was a free-swinging en­ 
counter. All were marked by 
responses that echoed the can­ 
didates' stump speeches. 
“ No one kmws how it’s going 
to come out,” Carter said after 
the debate, referring to the 
campaign. 
Ford left the hall quickly, and 
his brief post-debate comments 
were similar to what he had said 
after the first two meetings: "It 
went very well I am optimistic. 
I enjoyed it.” 
In the week before the third 
debate, a national sample of 
1.002 registered voters was 
recruited by Chilton Research of 
Radnor. Pa. These persons 
agreed to accept a telephone 
call after the debate. 
In the AP poll, a sample of 
1,027 viewers in the hour after 
the debate showed 35.5 per cent 
thought Ford won; 33.1 per cent 
gave the debate to Carter, and 
31.4 per cent said they didn’t 
know who won or considered it a 
draw. 
However, the 2.4 percentage 
points separating Carter and 
Ford cannot be projected relia­ 
bly to stand for the nation as a 
whole because the margin of 
error for a sample this s*e is 
about 2.9 per cent in either 
direction. 
Moreover, the interviewers 
for the survey found a smaller 
percentage of the preselected 
sample watched this debate 
than the first two. The voters 
who did watch tended to be 
older and were slightly more 
likely to be Republicans than 
Democrats. 
Asked after the debate to state 
their preference for President, 
those interviewed responded 
this way: Ford 49 per cent. 
Carter 44.9 
per 
cent 
and 
undecided 4.1 per cent. Because 
of the marginof possible error, 
these figures might be reversed 
m a poll of every viewer in the 
nation. 
These 
results 
appear 
to 
conflict with results of a post­ 
debate poll conducted for Public 
Broadcasting Service by Burns 
Roper. That survey gave Carter 
a 40 per cent to 29 per cent edge 
among 353 viewers who were 
asked who had won the third 
debate. The remainder called it 
a draw. Projected nationwide, 
such a poll could have an error 
margin of six percentage points 
in either direction, meaning the 
result could be 35-34 for Ford. 
An Associated Press poll after 
the first debate, which covered 
the economy and other domestic 
issues, gave Ford a narrow edge 
of 34.4 per cent to Carter’s 31.8 
per cent. In the second debate, 
covering foreign policy and 
defense issues. Carter was 
given the edge by a narrow 
margin of 38.2 per cent to 
Ford’s 34.6 per cent. 
Republican Sen. Bob Dole, 
Ford’s vice presidential run­ 
ning mate, declared as soon as 
the debate had ended that 
“ President Ford clearly won ... 
This was the playoff, this was 
the big banana.” 
Carter’s running mate, Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, said Ford 
demonstrated during the debate 
that he “ has no plans for 
dealing with the real problems 
of this country.”

watched the nationally broad­ 
cast debate at a Washington ho­ 
tel. He said the President “ has 
no plans on how to put people to 
work.” Mondale added thaf

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Baseball Re-Entry Draft Brings Kids' Games Alive

most everyone played. 


Three

The big bubble gum same of 


all time takes place Nov. 4 in 
Xew York. 


Unlike those kid 
games 


where entire franchises were 
traded for the right amount of 
bubble gum, this one is for 
real. 


And price tags \\ill run into 


the millions. 


The first re-entry draft for 


players having played out their 
option in 1976 will be conducted 
for stakes considerably higher 
than the value of all the bubble 
gum in New York. 


For baseball, it's the most 


revolutionary happening since 
the advent of night games. 


There will be no mass player 


movement as predicted by 
owners last winter when bar- 
gaining over a new basic 
agreement was at its peak. 
Only 24 major leaguers right 
now are unsigned and eligible 
to participate. 


But the ramifications are 


staggering. A financially well- 
heeled club does not have to 
wait for its minor league sys- 


tern to develop that one key 
player needed for a cham- 
pionship run — if it's willing to 
pay the price, that is. 


If a team needs a left-handed 


power hitter and is willing to 
.spend Si million on a five-year 
contract which Reggie Jackson 
reportedly is asking for. Reg- 
gie is available. 


If a club needs a classy 


second baseman and is willing 
to part with just S2 million. 
Bobby Grich is the man. 


Although there are just 24 


available major leaguers, some 
of them are prominent. Jack- 
son. Grich, Joe Rudi, Rollie 
Fingers, Don Gullett and Bill 
Campbell are a few. 


There is at least one player 


from each position. A team 
composed of these players 
would be strong enough to 
contend for any division title. 


From the player's stand- 


point, he no longer is bound to 
one club for life. If he feels he 
can make more money el- 
sewhere or merely wants to 
move, now he can by playing 
out his option. 
, 


Owners 
and 
general 


managers damn the idea, 
maintaining the game never 
will be the same. 


Players 
welcome 
their 


"emancipation" 
along with 


taking owners into an even 
bigger game of high finance. 


While most of the owners 


deplore free agency, a few 
seem to welcome the change. 
They view it as a single chance 
to acquire at least one quality 
player like never before. 


"1 will never let a superstar 


free agent get by me again." 
San Diego Padre owner Ray 
Kroc said earlier this year. 


Kroc also owns the world- 


wide MacDonald Hamburger 
chain. His fortune is reported 
near SSOO million. Of course, 
players love to hear that kind 
of talk. 


"There's no reason Reggie 


Jackson can't alleviate him of a 
couple million." Jackson said. 


Augie Busch, chairman of 


the board of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, has asked the board's 
approval for about $4-$5 million 
to use as bait. 


For the most part, however, 


owners and club officials look 
darkly at free agency. They 
claim it will cost them more 
money, which it will. They 
claim it will result in more 
long-term contracts, which it 
has. 


They also claim that it will 


destroy the concept of building 
a major league winner from 
within an organization through 
the farm system.. 


"1 said a long time ago that 


baseball never will be the 
same," said Jim Campbell, 
general manager of the Detroit 
Tigers. He would not reveal 


whether the Tigers would pur- 
sue a free agent. 


"Baseball was built on the 


tradition of developing your 
own players. Now a team can 
buy a championship. Is that the 
way baseball is supposed to be? 


"Another 
thing 
players 


aren't taking into consideration 
is that these new rules will 
benefit a very few outstanding 
players. It will work against 
the journeyman. The money 
has to come from somewhere. 


"I'm not sure of all the 


ground rules. But I know that 
with the exception of Rusty 
Staub and Mark Fidrych I 
stand to lose all'my players 
after 1977." 


Technically, all players not 


signed to a multi-year contract 
can play out their option in 
1977. Staub and Fidrych have 
multi-year contracts. 


All 
clubs 
are 
resigning 


themselves to multi-year deals 
as one way to guard against 
losing a player. 


The Boston Red Sox are 


believed to have the most 
multi-year contracts with 17. 


What happens with this first 


batch of players will be a fac- 
tor in the number of free 
agents next year. 


"There's going to be a 


•player-quake,'" said Cleveland 
General Manager Phil Seghi. 
"This year and next will be a 
terribly traumatic time for 


baseball. It'll be chaotic. 


"Our club has to get into the 


bidding or we'll be out of 
luck." 


The Indians, already an es- 


timated K million in debt, 
reportedly have said they'll 
make another loan to land a 
free agent. 


While most officials dislike 


the free agency, one of Com- 
missioner 
Bowie 
Kuhn's 


spokesmen said: "We better 
get used to it because it's a fact 
of life." 


"You can't blame anyone for 


getting as much money as he 
can," he continued. "But if 
there's greed, it's bad for the 
public. If the fans sec million- 
dollar figures flying around, 
they're going to get turned 
off." 


Conversely, the free agent 


draft 
should 
spike 
more 


interest into the game than a 
Bill Veeck promotion. 


A club that signs a big name 


player can use him to promote 
promise for next season. Clubs 
losing a player will be pressed 
to sign another. 


And the presence of these 


free agents is sure to spark 
more player trades before and 
after the December winter 
meetings. 


The owners don't like it, but 


they'll have to cope. 


Three Charlie Silveras will 


get you nothing now. But three 


million dollars might get you 
one Reggie Jackson. 


There are 24 major league 


players and four who spent 
most of the season in the minor 
leagues wto are unsigned for 
1976. 


The American League leads 


with 20. Infielders top the list 
with 13. There 
are eight 


pitchers, six outfielders and' 
one catcher.

—When selected by 12 clubs,

—Toronto and Seattle, new to 


the American League in 1977, 
are not allowed to participate. 


—A player is free to seek the 


best deal from all selecting 
clubs. If not signed by Feb. 16, 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn puts the player's name 
before four interested clubs, 
excluding the one for which he 
played, for further negotia- 
tions.

BOTTLES DONT UTTER 


PEOPLE DO' 


Editor, 


There are arguments both pro 


and con on the subject of ban- 
ning nonretyrnable beverage 
bottles and cans. 


Some members of the retail 


store industry, which handles 
beverage bottles and cans, are 
in favor of Proposal "A"; but, 
by and large, some of them are 
opposed to it and for many 
sound, economic reasons. Some 
of the many reasons for opposi- 
tion to the proposal, that come 
to mind, are as follows: 


There are serious reserva- 


tions on just how passage of this 
proposal would prohibit bottle 
or can litter. 


If today's society was in the 


same economic condition that 
existed in the great depression 
years of the thirties, perhaps a 
deposit would be attractive 
enough to secure the return of 
used 
beverage-bottle con- 


tainers. 


However, we are now- an 


affluent society and money just 
doesn't mean that much, par- 
ticularly if there is an in- 
convenience in the routine of 
returning bottles or cans. 


A nonreturnable beverage 


container is a customer - con- 
venience package, the same as a 
catsup, vinegar or condiment 
bottle or a pickle or jelly jar, 
that resulted from customer 
demand. 


Nobody pushed these con- 


tainers on to the public — you 
can still buy beverages in re- 
turnable bottle, with a deposit, 
at almost any retail outlet that 
handles beverage containers; 
but the customer passes them 
up for nonreturnable 
con- 


tainers, because it is much 
simpler to put them in the trash 
barrel and avoid an unsanitary- 
attraction for flies and vermin 
and other parasitical insects 
such as cockroaches, etc. 


Retail merchants who handle 


beverage containers know that 
the second time a beverage case 
is used, it 
often 
carries 


cockroaches, etc. with it. Sure, 
they wash the bottles but not the 
cases — that problem has exist- 
ed for years; and sometimes, if 
you have ever wondered how 
come you had cockroaches in 
your home, and if you had 
purchased a case of returnable 
bottles in a used case to take 
home, that's where they came 
from. 


The Michigan United Conser- 


vation Club has a slogan in 
defense of gun 
ownership, 


"guns don't kill — people do." 
Likewise, this statement is also 
true, "bottles don't litter — 
people do." 


I ant well aware that there is 


somewhat of a litter problem 
caused by the scoff-lhe-law atti- 
tude of a certain percentage of 
the population. Probably the 


greatest number of them, who 
bother fanners in particular, 
are the hunters who take to the 
fields every fall for small game 
and deer. They discard their 
beverage 
containers 
in- 


discriminately to make room 
for the birds and small game 
that they secure. The least the 
hunters could do is to respect 
other people's property and 
leave it clean the way they found 
it. Otherwise, the farmers have 
the problem, not only of the 
rocks they come upon every 
year, but also of the debris left 
by careless hunters who use the 
farmer's land. 


Roadside litter — that's 


against the law; but here again, 
you find the 
scoff-the-law 


people. You might wonder win- 
there are more beer containers 
than 
soft-drink 
containers 


thrown out as litter. The 
explanation is that in the 1973 
session of the legislature, a law- 
was passed making it illegal to 
have an open beverage-alcohol 
container in your car. So. what 
happens if a six or a twelve-pack 
of beer is being consumed 
illegally in a car? Just in case 
they might get stopped for a 
traffic violation of any kind, 
they get rid of the evidence of 
illegal, open beverage-alcohol 
containers ahead of time by- 
tossing the empty, open con- 
tainers any place along the 
road. Of course, that's ilegal. 
too; but if you don't get caught, 
who cares? 


New laws or forced deposits 


are not going to solve the 
problem. The scoff-the-laws 
people will still litter along the 
roads; and the thoughtless 
hunters will still litter in the 
fields and streams, because, as 
the National Rifle Association 
says, "if you ban guns, only the 
criminals will have them;" and 
if you 
force deposits on 


convenience containers, the 
scoff-the-laws affluent public 
-will still litter. 


The only thing that Proposal 


A would accomplish is an 
increase in price and deposits to 
the greatest majority .of con- 
sumers who are not scoff-the- 
law people, and that means you 
and your families when you 
purchase your favorite beverage 
in a bottle or can tor-home con- 
sumption.

of fact (evidence) and not mere 
opinion (emotion). Later, in the 
same letter, she states. ".Most o: 
all. the ERA will give this 
country a moral atmosphre of 
equality and justice." Unfor- 
tuali'ly. this is not a statement 
of fact, but rather one o! 
opinion. It is an attempt to lift 
the emotional banner of price 
and prejudice without examin- 
ing the consequences (i.e.. the 
evidence) which follows. 


Any segment of society (ours 


is 
extremely 
diverse 
and 


complex) which is favored by 
some form of legislation, is 
favored at the expense of some 
other segment of society. It 
becomes, in effect, a subjective 
standard by which only a seg- 
ment of society can advance and 
to which they can adhere, rather 
than an objective standard to 
which all men are amenable. 
Legislation simply cannot be 
passed which will be fair to 
everyone!! A good example of 
this is to be found in busng 
which is hardly "fair" (in the 
fullest sense of that term) to 
anyone! The problem you see. is 
that laws cannot be passed 
which will cause men to love one 
another. 


Further, since Rutkowski 


mentioned the betterment of our 
country's "moral atmosphere," 
one would have expected her to 
have dealt with those moral is- 
sues which those of us who op- 
pose the ERA claim will be af- 
fected 
by the amendment. 


Strangely, she did not. Instead, 
she 
avoided 
them 
almost 


completely. Since she avoided 
these issues. I would like to 
guide her to them with some 
facts of my own. 


Fact: The Houston Chronicle 


of February 6, 1976 carried a 
UPI press release from Bass 
Lake. California, entitled. "Rest 
Rooms Lose Sex Distinction." A 
quotation from the article is as 
follows: "The forest service is 
dropping the 'men' and 'women' 
signs over rest rooms at the 
Bass Lake recreational area in 
favor of unisex facilities.

BOTTLES DON’T LITTER 
-----PEOPLE DO’ 
Editor, 
There are argum ents both pro 
and con on the subject of ban­ 
ning nonreturnable beverage 
bottles and can* 
Some m em bers of the retail 
store industry, which handles 
beverage bottles and cans, are 
in favor of Proposal “ A” ; but, 
by and large, some of them are 
opposed to it and for many 
sound, economic reasons. Some 
of the many reasons for opposi­ 
tion to the proposal, that come 
to mind, are as follows: 
There are serious reserva­ 
tions on just how passage of this 
proposal would prohibit bottle 
or can litter. 
If today's society was in the 
sam e economic condition that 
existed in the great depression 
years of the thirties, perhaps a 
deposit would 
be attractive 
enough to secure the return of 
used 
beverage-bottle 
con­ 
tainers. 
However, we are now 
an 
affluent society and money just 
doesn't mean that much, par­ 
ticularly if there is an in­ 
convenience in the routine of 
returning bottles or cans. 
A 
nonreturnable 
beverage 
container is a custom er - con­ 
venience package, the sam e as a 
catsup, vinegar or condim ent 
bottle or a pickle or jelly jar, 
that resulted from custom er 
demand. 
Nobody pushed these con­ 
tainers on to the public — you 
can still buy beverages in re­ 
turnable bottle, with a deposit, 
at almost any retail outlet that 
handles beverage containers; 
but the custom er passes them 
up 
for 
nonreturnable 
con­ 
tainers, because it is much 
simpler to put them in the trash 
barrel and avoid an unsanitary 
attraction for flies and vermin 
and other parasitical insects 
such as cockroaches, etc. 
Retail m erchants who handle 
beverage containers know that 
the second time a beverage case 
is 
used, 
it 
often 
carries 
cockroaches, etc. with it. Sure, 
they wash the bottles but not the 
cases — that problem has exist­ 
ed for years; and sometimes, if 
you have ever wondered how 
come you had cockroaches in 
your home, and if you had 
purchased a case of returnable 
bottles in a used case to take 
home, th at's where they cam e 
from. 
The Michigan United Conser­ 
vation Club has a slogan in 
defense 
of 
gun 
ownership, 
“ guns don’t kill — people do ” 
Likewise, this statement is also 
true, “ bottles don’t litter — 
people do.” 
I am well aware that there is 
somewhat of a litter problem 
caused by the scoff-the-law atti­ 
tude of a certain percentage of 
the population. Probably the 


greatest num ber of them , who 
bdther farm ers in particular, 
are the hunters who take to the 
fields ev ery fall for small game 
and deer. They discard their 
beverage 
containers 
in­ 
discrim inately to m ake room 
for the birds and sm all gam e 
that they secure. The least the 
hunters could do is to respect 
other people’s property and 
leave it clean the way they found 
it. Otherwise, the farm ers have 
the problem , not only of the 
rocks thev come upon every 
year, but also of the debris left 
by careless hunters who use the 
farm er's land. 
Roadside 
litter 
— 
th at's 
against the law; but here again, 
you 
find 
the 
scoff-the-laws 
people. You might wonder why 
there are more beer containers 
than 
soft-drink 
containers 
thrown 
out 
as 
litter. 
The 
explanation is that in the 1973 
session of the legislature, a law 
was passed making it illegal to 
have an open beverage-alcohol 
container in your car. So. what 
happens if a six or a twelve-pack 
of beer is being consumed 
illegally in a car? Just in case 
they might get stopped for a 
traffic violation of any kind, 
they get rid of the evidence of 
illegal, open beverage-alcohol 
containers ahead of tim e by 
tossing the em pty, open con­ 
tainers any place along the 
road. Of course, th at's ilegal. 
too; but if you don't get caught, 
w ho cares? 
New laws or forced deposits 
are not going to solve the 
problem . 
The scoff-the-laws 
people will still litter along the 
roads; 
and 
the 
thoughtless 
hunters will still litter in the 
fields and stream s, because, as 
the National Rifle Association 
says, “ if you ban guns, only the 
criminals will have them ;” and 
if 
you 
force 
deposits 
on 
convenience 
containers, 
the 
scoff-the-laws affluent public 
will still litter. 
The only thing that Proposal 
A 
would 
accom plish 
is an 
increase in price and deposits to 
the greatest m ajority of con­ 
sum ers who are no» scoff-the- 
law people, and that means vou 
and your fam ilies when you 
purchase your favorite beverage 
in a bottle or can for home con­ 
sumption.

Does Count, Close 
Elections Prove

As the 1976 political campaign 


draws to a close, candidates, 
political scientists and the news 
media alike are wondering what 
role voter apathy will play in the 
election results in November. 
. It appears that many voters 
have become disenchanted with 
the political process in recent 
years. This disenchantment has 
been evidenced at the polls. In 
1972, for example, only 56 per 
cent of all Americans entitled to 
vote 
east 
ballots 
in 
the 


presidential election. 


Some people have blamed 


voter apathy on Viet Nam, Wa- 
tergate and recent scandals in 
Congress. For many people 
however, it boils down to "My 
vote doesn't mean anything." 


Don't try to tell that to U.S. 


Sen. John Durkin, (D-N.H.). 
First election results in 1974 in- 
dicated that his opponent, 
Republican Congressman Louis 
Wyman, had won the Senate 
seat by a margin of 355 votes. 


A recount 
by 
the 
New 


Hampshire Secretary of State 
reversed the verdict. Durkin 
was declared the winner by 
margin of 10 votes. The Gover- 
nor's 
Ballot 
commission 


reviewed the 
election and 


reversed the results once more. 
This time Wyman was named 
winner by two votes. 


As a result of the controversy 


over the election results, the 
Senate declined to seat either 
candidate and referred the 
matter to the Senate Rules 
Committee. Finally, both can- 
didates agreed to let the voters 
of New Hampshire resolve the 
matter. In September 1975 the 
voters sent Durkin to the Senate 
by a margin of 27,000 votes. 


In a more recent example, 


former U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan just last month won 
New York's Democratic Senate 
primary by a one per cent mar- 
gin. A total of 900,000 ballots 
were cast in the primary. He 


defeated his opponent, Rep. 
Bella Abzug, by only 9,300 votes. 


Historically, one of the most 


interesting close elections was 
the presidential election of 1960. 
John F. Kennedy won the 
popular vote by a margin of only 
118,574 over Richard Nixon. 
Because some 500,000 ballots 
were cast for other candidates, 
Kennedy became one of the na- 
tion's 15 minority presidents in 
terms of the popular vote. His 
popular vote represented 49.7 
per cent of the almost 69 million 
ballots cast hi the election. 


However, in the all-important 


electoral vote, Kennedy cap- 
tured 303 to Nixon's 219. Sen. 
Harry Byrd, who was not a can- 
didate, received 15 electoral 
votes. A slight shift in the 
popular vote of several states 
would have swung the election 
to Nixon. 


Illinois' 11 electoral votes, for 


example, went to the Democra- 
tic candidate by a margin of just 
8,858 votes out of 4,757,409 cast 
in the state. A change of less 
than one vote in each of the 
state's 9,98(1 precincts would 
have shifted the state's electoral 
votes to the Republican column. 


A slight shift of votes in 


several other close states would 
have meant a Republican elec- 
tion victor}'. Nevada, with three 
electoral votes, was won by 
Kennedy by fewer than 2,500 
ballots. The margin in South 
Carolina, with eight electoral 
votes in the balance, was only a 
little more than 9,500. 


New Mexico's four electoral 


votes went to Kennedy by less 
than 2,300 ballots. In the closest 
contest of all, Kennedy captured 
Hawaii's three electoral votes 
by a margin of 155.

Betty Ford and Rosalynn Carter in a Dynamic Contest

etty Ford teases her husband that 
''five years from now," when she is 
no longer the nation's First Lady, 


she is going to lobby for a salary for her 
successor. Mrs. Ford has learned that a 
President's wife works hard—seldom 
harder than during the homestretch of an 
election campaign. 


The First Lady enjoys campaigning, 


but she obviously means it when she 
says, "Either %vay the election turns out, 
I win. If my husband loses, 1 win more 
of his time. If he wins, as I believe he 
will, then I have the chance to continue 
my own work." 


Clearly, Mrs. Ford has strong opinions 


and is willing to speak out for them. Yet 
she wants to hear—and consider—the 
opinions of others. This is evident on the 
campaign trail, where "even people with 
anti-Ford banners respect the First 
Lady." says her press secretary, Sheila 
Rabb Weidenfeld 


What is it like to campaign with Betty 


Ford? Mostly it's grueling 18-hour days, 
spent not in formal speech-making but 
in "turning people on and getting turned 
on by ihem," says Mrs. Weidenfeld. "The 
First Lady may make a short statement, 
but then she just wings it. She has be- 
come more confident." 


Tnere are also lighter moments to 


make the furious pace bearable. For in- 
stance, when newsmen asked the First 
Lady which churches she would attend 
on the campaign trail, she reportedly 
said. "Whichever ones Jimmy Carter 
isn't teaching in!" When she heard 
Carter washed his own socks, she sup- 
posedly quipped, "He must have heard 
that Jerry makes his own breakfast." 


While campaigning, Mrs. Ford keeps 


in constant touch with the White House 
by phone, but she is not included in 
her husband's strategy councils. Betty 
doesn't rnind. She feels she does as well 
by saving her advice for "pillow talks." 


What are Betty Ford's main concerns 


for America? Here's her list. 


First, ratification of ERA—the Equal 


Rights Amendment. "For too long," she 
says, "women have been bound by laws 
and customs that keep them from mak- 
ing decisions about their own lives, from 
using their talents fully." 


Social Security benefits for house- 


wives. "A homemaker should have some 
financial security other than that pro- 
vided by her husband," she says. 


Lighter sentences for marijuana 


smokers, especially for first offenders. 
Mrs. Ford took harsh criticism when she 
revealed that Jack, one of her three 
sons, had tried pot and given it up. But

nized MBD and that other MBD adults have 
not only overcome their problems but have 
gone on to be "super achievers." 


For most untreated MBD children, however, 


the story doesn't end so happily. Early studies 
suggest that as many as 50 percent of all 
juvenile delinquents show evidence of MBD 
and so do many school dropouts. 


But what about victims of MBD who never 


break the law or disrupt a class, who may just 
suffer in silence and may not be reaching their 
full potential? One of the first to publish in the 
medical literature on MBD adults, Dr. L. 
Eugene Arnold, director of the Division of 
Child Psychiatry at Ohio State University, be- 
lieves that 5 percent of employed adults have 
the problem. 


Dr. Arnold points to a 20-year-old college 


student who went to a physician after seeing a 
movie about hyperactive children. He said all 
his life he had felt as the children in the film 
did. The student, Jim, maintained a B-minus 
average, but at great emotional expense. He 
found it difficult to concentrate. His friends, 
particularly his girlfriend, often complained 
about his restlessness and nervousness. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Arnold, Jim was given a stimu- 
lant drug prescribed for hyperactive children. 


After a year, he had learned to concentrate 


better, and was able to wean himself from the 
drug. However, after graduation from college, 
when Jim took a job in a large office, he began 
to have problems. He kept getting up and 
walking around the room. Jim was given 
another brief course of treatment, and Dr. 
Arnold advised him to find a different line of 
work. The young man switched to sales, where 
his outgoing energetic manner became an 
asset, and he did not need further therapy. 


Dr. Arnold and other experts feel that many 


parents of MBD children also bad MBD.
